
Dear Paul (cc JL), 6/24/74 

Got your letter of the 22nd quickly* Had to take I&l into town this a.m. so 1 also 
picked the mail up, saving four hours and making hasty response possible today because I 
will be picking Howard up at the bus station in a little over two hours and taking him 
first to the post office to mail a package he prepared last night. So, having read only 
part and being into too much, with the possibility of interruptions, let me first address 
tile very good points you make as I remember them and then as I read. 

Jin and Bud are convinced that the book I have in mind, largely facsimile reproduction, 
wilL go, despite the obvious problems® Bud at first talked about borrowing the money if I 
would cos-gn but in my financial state, at my years and with nothing for Lil in the 
event of some catastrophe, I couldn't. For other reasons I wouldn't® He cooled on his 
willingness, from what I’ve heard from Jim, and Jim says he’ll arrange to do the borrowinug® 

But we will do it and as rapidly as possible. I'll be seeing Jim Wednesday when I 
have to go to DC and we'll discuss this further and I'll know more. 

It had been my hope that -Mil would by now have been able to begin pasting it up for 
reporduction but .. she hasn't been. 

Because of the special project on which we are engaged, Howard and I will have to spend 
what time we have on it, he more than I because I have to be away two full days this week® 
But lie, as you, will have some ideas. 

Before going further, let me digress for the very reasonable point about what are they 
up to and why do we have to be careful. I have felt fromthe first that I was being used 
and that there was also hope of misuse. I see it more clearly now and am more convin ced. 

But what I see makes it really essential that I of a 1 the people in the world be the one 
to use this because I alone am before the judge who ruled in this case and is sitting on 
the case i£ which I believe it is intended for first use, a Watergate case. 

Shis lias important defense potential for Nixon and all his top honchos. If you don't 
see this now tha I have called it to your attention, I think we should waste the money 
to talk about it. But if you stop to think of the atypical things Saxbe and Kelley and 
others have been doing about Hoover, really a campaign to destroy his sainted memory and 
convince the world of what only the left had ever suggested, perhaps you can see one 
fit. A possible charge against Nixon is the so-called Huston plan. Than there is the 
justification he needs fpr all the "lumbers acts, only some of which are public. There 
is more stench that hasn t oozed through the cracks. 

In addition, it can" be used to impeach every CIA and FBI witness, and while I can’t 
now go into the details of an enormously complicated book which dominates my present life 
and is largely completed- new stuff, too- believe me there is a basis for this. Both CIA and 
FBI. If I were Nixon's lawyer I could use part of my Jawox’ski and Cox files for this 
purpose, too. The possibilities are quite real. 

But so are the possibilities of its kicking back if they make an error, and 
here is the singular importance of the judge and me. If they use it before I bring it out- 
and here is a great importance in no other use — they will be asking him to ask himself 
how the hell Nixon and his lawyers could have known about it. There will be a prixaa facie 
case of an inside conspiracy cn this and Gessell will see it and will not tolerate it. To 
help this out I have sent Hftoads some very pointed questions. 

Meanwhile, I also have a unique history with Mitchell, Kleindienst and others, as 
wit this judge, to whom personally in 718-70 and 2569-70 I charged DJ and Archives perjury. 
I have the letters and I'm sure his file does and Jim can tell you I have been wanting to 
psuh on other instances plus file suits over them. So, there are many reason why only Dick 
Daring should fly into the teeth of the gale® 

I think Dave also can see this if he is not unwilling to. To over-simplify, if they 
misuse it it can today be a decisive factor against thea/him. And I can U3e it in such a 
way that they'll have difficulty doing it. Not until sifter the motions tliat convince me 
that first my instinct and then my analysis wore correct ware filed was I confident I could 
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do thi 3 . The news accounts show me how and convince me. There is also timing in the 
release with these motions and nther events, x have asked JL to try to fine time to get 
the notions themselves so I can go over them. I could then use them in facsimile, in 
excerpt, with other things already in my files and show the whole schmear up. 

I ! m jumping as I think-. This is to go no farthur than you. Hot to anyone, hut only 
not to Dave. I have two new contacts one of whom speaks for a nasi of _ the most enormous 
potential for us. I have been asked for and have supplied material. i t happens that some 
is i-elevant to t his . To one, for example, I sent a carbon of the book-length chapte^/iof 
the WG book I had to lay aside titled "This Is Your FBI," by D» Patrick Gray. Sx-Director/ 



plus one he hadn't asked for an I'd forgotten, not a3 long, showing how the original 
prosecution was a deliberate coverup. (.And for Silbert Jims and I are loaded for bear.Jn a 
way that is extraordinarily relevant— hi s name is on the papers in ny case and I confronted 
him with a perjury case he avoided, Rankin’s perjure subroned by him.^S This part in 
parenthesis you can let Dave know. If Jin had not been too busy we would have done some- 
thing about this a month ago.) 

While I cannot tell you any more about these new contacts, please believe me and if 
you have any doubt, ask jim. It is also imperative that with neither there be any tainted 
association. To the more important and I think to both D a ve would be poison. Of tlie people 
this man can know the only one who would, not be is Jin. Not even Bud, who knows him. x 
have had to edge around this because he handled the spectro suit and this man knows about 
that and has a not inconsiderable interest in it. 

Nhatl am telling you is that thi3 can be the most important of all to-date developments 
for us. If Jin disagrees with any of this he can let you know. I have an ok to have Jim in 
on this, at least part because there are more tiian one part, end he will know more when 
we gire face— to— face as we have not been since he ana Bud were here. 

How this book could be of enormous impirtance with these two contacts. One I will 
tell, you is a Gongressnan who looked me up. Hq is properly, ideally situated, on the 
impeachment committee. And he is not the more important one. OK? 

Now let me switch to what ^ plan, and unless there is no possibility that D a ve will 
try to do the same tiling, or to put it another way, unless you are persuaded that it is 
essential to tell him, don’t. I have a draft I have not read of a short foreword, to 
go before the text. There will be a selection of Jim's of the case papers and he'll do the 
same with that. The transcript and the court papers in facsimile. Then I want to use, also 
in facsimile, appropriate FBI. and S3 reports. Wore there time, also other Bx,Sess pages. 

There will be some opace at the bottom of the pages. I can run a riming commentary 
for a few pages if they require no other notes. (Here your indexes is tremonduously help- 
ful,, thanks. )Using Ford is another thing Jim and I discussed. Without making the check I 
was certain of the editing and so told Jim. (l did get the word out on hi3 commercializing, 
the right question was asked at his confirmation hearing, and vie have that in facsimile) 

If it turns out that there is not enough space at the page bottoms, there will have to 
be a different formula but until these pages are ready I'll not know, xt may be -chat 
a longer foreword will be required. Or it may be that running the transcripts on left-hand 
pages and other documents and notes on the right will work, t is too early to tell.

There have been interruptions. So what I'll not do i& let this saait Howard's coming 
and let him read and correct this letter to cue him in. 

We have proceeded this fars I have special paper for mounting the sheets and estimates

If there are any ethers you regal’d as essential -and you probably have a much clearer 
recollection of the transcript that I now do - please do suggest. We for a mg-srii-mim of 
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224 pages, including everything except the cover. 

This has the most enormous potential with the FOI law, and that is very impirtant. 

I iiave already conferred with a vary important person in that situation. From the first 
I saw. the need for having something ready for this and I believe this aspect J im an d I 
alone are prepared to contend with. If the present and very good amendment survives the 
conference and the amendment passes both houses there remains the almost certainty of a 
hixon veot.

I do not think you can conceive the amount of tine Jim and I put in on 
various projects, as best we can estimate priorities; (Wwhich also addresses your p.o.» 
bit I do have plans for it involving a student if I can get the right one and 1 expect a 
visit coon.) 

I ha ve the Ford paperback. Can you please make me clear copies of thos pages, 
suitable for reproduction? This will probably be the fastest way. 

If yxu can make a good index, wo can incorporate it. Have you any reluctance about 
this one? There will be no tine for a complete index in the first printing unless we can 
get help X uo not now see 0 lx there is a second, we can add a complete one .and perhaps 
a few other pages, as I did in W. 

Jim and I agree wit;* the appeals possibility but I do not think that was the real 
reason. I think use is. They could not get around ny suit. 

We are stial not foreelaosed legally, which is also an important consideration. JL 
and. I have further court action in mind and nobody else can. 

Interesting they delayed two days in writing Wave. Please send me copy Rhoads to you. 

Specifically I think we should, be totally silent about the transcript until either 
a) they misuo it forat or b) I can gat this done and out. I can print very fast once it 
is ready, in a couple of days. Arrangements certain. I did W ever a wra .kand, once it 
was shot, moaning wo had negatives. They will oo a xiuix — uuy&s worx only once it is 
camera ready. 

The best way to try toget have to understand he should do absolutely nothing is 
to get him to seo it will help the Nixons, Ehrlichmans, Haldonans, etc. 

x'ou should also know tifat there now is do possibility of doubt puii ha is engaged upon 
a major project of stealing all of ny King. Ray Sork for a movie. Don t tell him you know. 

It is with '30210 oi the Executive Action people. He has been working'ou tills since befiore 
I wrote you about this. Tills character flaw plus whatever hir. psychiatric problems ora 
are my concern with him because he is also ' exceedingly bright. And as unscrupulous, if 
you haven t yet seen it.
